The Maryland General As- 
sembly recently approved a $63.1 
billion operating budget, with 
an investment of $2.1 billion in 
Prince George’s County. Funds 
will go to some major projects 
in Greenbelt, including rebuild- 
ing Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, renovating and expand- 
ing the Greenbelt Museum and

charging stations in the city. 
Kevin Carpenter-Driscoll, en- 
vironmental coordinator for Pub- 
lic Works, confirmed that the city 
has been awarded a government 
bond bill of $150,000 to develop 
EV charging infrastructure. They

Metro Announces Summer Travel 
Alternatives for the Green Line 


Metro has announced travel 
alternatives to help customers 
prepare for the major construction 
scheduled for this summer. Start- 
ing Friday, May 12, Metro will 
begin a four-part construction 
effort focused on system mainte- 
nance and modernization, includ- 
ing rail replacement, fiber optic 
cable installation and improved 
station facilities. 

This major construction will 
result in rolling service impacts 
on the Orange, Silver and Green 
Lines over the summer months. 
Free shuttle bus service will be 
available for customers during 
all station closures. Customers 
are advised to plan extra time for 
their travel. 


“Continued maintenance work 
is essential to safe and reliable 
rail service,” said Chief of In- 
frastructure Andy Off. “We are 
working strategically to target 
maintenance locations and mini- 
mize the impacts on customers 
as we conduct this critical work 
to upgrade systems, improve 
reliability and modernize station 
facilities.”

Volunteers Plant 50 Trees, Bushes 
At French School for Earth Day

Dozens of volunteers of all 
ages came out to plant trees at 
Dora Kennedy French Immersion 
School (DKFI) for Greenbelt’s 
Earth Day celebration on Satur- 
day morning, April 22.

deep enough hole. Then take the 
tree out of its pot, break up the 
roots and amend the soil with the 
mulch and compost provided. 

Children ran to nearby wheel- 
barrows to bring back soil for the 
newly planted trees, while teens

urday, April 22. Mayor Emmett Jordan, Councilmember Kristen Weaver and Councilmember 
Ric Gordon threw the opening pitches.

and adults plied their strength 
against the rocky clay soil. Site 
One Landscape Supply (locat- 
ed in Burtonsville) donated the 
mulch and compost and gator 
bags (rings that slowly water new 
trees). 

Mayor Emmett Jordan and 
Councilmember Ric Gordon; 
Amy Lahlou, the reading inter- 
vention specialist at the school; 
scouts; students and community 
members were among the vol- 
unteers. Jordan opened the event 
by reading a proclamation in 
honor of the 53rd anniversary 
of Earth Day, in celebration of 
Greenbelt’s year-round dedication 
to the environment. According to 
the proclamation, “Greenbelt is 
recognized as a Tree City USA 
by the National Arbor Day Foun- 
dation, a Bee City USA by the 
Xerces Society, a Maryland Smart 
Energy Community, a Sustainable 
Maryland Certified Community 
and an Environmental Protection 
Agency Green Power Partner.” 


Carpenter-Driscoll praised the 
volunteers for such a successful 
day. Fifty trees were planted, 
while “little ones were running 
around picking up trash,” he said. 
Native species planted included 
eastern redbud and serviceber- 
ry, American beech, arrowwood

Petition to Referendum: An Uphill Challenge 


As we wrote several weeks ago, the better way to serve the interests of Greenbelt residents is for a 
city manager to live here among us. 

At its meeting on April 13, by just one vote, the Greenbelt City Council opted to change the city 
charter so that council alone can say whether a new city manager must live here. 

Holding public hearings is futile if council doesn’t listen. All the contributors to the hearings spoke 
on what residency requirements they wanted — none, resident, local, county, etc. — and so did Coun- 


cilmember Kristen Weaver’s interviewees. None spoke or wrote definitively in favor of giving council 
absolute freedom to decide — as the charter now does. 

The group of residents seeking to briefly return the ‘must live in Greenbelt rule’ until voters can be 
consulted on their wishes will likely find it an uphill challenge to gather the 20 percent of the roughly 
15,000 registered voters required in order to petition this decision to referendum at the next city election. 

To put the task in perspective, that is more than the number of residents who voted in the city’s 
last election. This is a high bar to set for voters when council can simply amend the charter on a 4 to 


3 vote.

be asked to vote on a bylaws 
change that would remove our 
ability to vote on large, multi- 
year contracts. This means not 
only eliminating our vote on the 
contract (and how our money 
will be spent) but also ending our 
participation in the discussion of 
the contracts’ purpose and terms 
because the board would conduct 
this business in closed sessions. 

When large amounts of money 
and longer-term commitments are 
on the line, this seems like the 
time we most need member input 
— before our money is spent. This 
is in keeping with the cooperative 
principle of democratic member 
control that gives us the right to 
be involved in decision-making 
and policy development. 

In the March 16 open board 
meeting packet, the board pro- 
vides its rationale for this change. 
However, each point can be ad- 
dressed with technology and 
training without depriving mem- 


trol of our money and contractual 

commitments. There are options 

to attend online or in-person.

Funds raised 
are distributed by the ecumeni- 
cal Church World Service which 
since 1946 has aided refugees 
and victims of natural disas- 
ters. Over the years, members 
of groups such as Greenbelt 
Community Church, Eleanor and 
Franklin Roosevelt Democratic 
Club and the Greenbelt Golden 
Age Club have participated. 

This year’s local walk will be 
held on Sunday, May 7 from 1 
to 4 p.m. The walk around Lake 
Artemesia will begin at 5211 
Campus Drive. Free parking is 
near the Ellen Linson Pool in 
College Park. Participants walk 
for those persons in the world 
who must walk for all of their 
basic necessities. 

Walkers often obtain sponsors 
who contribute to the walk that 
they complete. 

Recent funds raised have been 
used to meet several critical 
needs. East Africa has recurring 
droughts which affect all, but 
especially women and girls who 
must travel for hours a day bring- 
ing home large containers of wa- 
ter on their heads. The girls have 
no time to go to school. Projects 
are funded to dig wells and re- 
taining ponds. Clean water is an 
issue in West Timor, Indonesia. 
Donations have been made to 
the Timor Zero Hunger program 
which helps residents build pro- 
tected wells with raised walls and 
simple roofs to keep out animal 
waste, leaves and loose dirt. 

To help locally, 25 percent of 
donations raised will go to Help 
by Phone of Prince George’s 
County, an organization that helps 
those with urgent needs for food 
or temporary assistance through 
a combination of compassion and 
social support.

had just received the notification 
and couldn’t yet say how many 
charging stations this injection 
of funding will mean for the 
city. Each time charging stations 
are developed, the cost is very 
site-specific, Carpenter-Driscoll 
told the News Review. At any 
given location cost will depend 
on a number of things, including 
where the power source is, he ex- 
plained. While Carpenter-Driscoll 
can’t say how many charging sta- 
tions residents can look forward 
to, he did say they will put in “as 
many as possible” and at more 
locations. 

Public Works is now early in 
the planning process for the in- 
creased infrastructure and Carpen- 
ter-Driscoll couldn’t say which 
sites will be selected for the 
stations. However, the recently 
renovated Buddy Attick parking 
lot, which didn’t have the budget 


for EV chargers, incorporated 
the infrastructure to service EVs 
in the future (see “Buddy Attick 
Park Soon Will Have Greener 
Parking” in the October 27, 2022 
issue) and perhaps this will be its 
opportunity.

viburnum, azaleas, black cherries, 
black gum, black haw viburnum, 
flowering dogwood, ironwood 
(American hornbeam), pin oaks, 
red maples, red oaks and sweet 
bay magnolias. 

“The trees were native variet- 
ies specifically chosen for the soil 
and environmental conditions, to 
replace trees that came down in 
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the July storm, increase biodi- 
versity and beautify the school 
grounds,” Carpenter-Driscoll said. 
Four trees donated from Lowe’s 
included two blue spruces and 
two Sweet Jim magnolias, and 
some additional trees were do- 
nated by National Geographic to 
be added to the school’s garden.
